The giant new stadium is

Food Price 
Now Nears 


Recontrol 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18—(UP) 
The Price Decontrol Board is near- 
ing the deadline for its far-reach- 
ing decision on the fate of meat, 

rain and dairy price controls. 

The Board is slated to announce 
Tuesday whether ceilings on meat, 
grain and dairy products should 
be restored. Under the new price 
control law, prices of these basic 
food items will be automatically 
recontrolled Wednesday—unless 
the Board decides otherwise. 

The Board held extensive pub- 
lic hearings on the question last 
week, but did not indicate what its 
cecision would be. Price Admin- 
istrator Paul A. Porter has con- 
fessed that he is as mystified as 
everyone else. 

In his weekly radio broadcast 
(ABC), Porter said that he frank- 
ly didn't know what action the 
Board would take. But he be- 
lieves that, if the Board permits, 
most food prices can be rolled 
back to June 30 levels. 

He said, however, that a few 
isolated items will have to go up 
because of reduced subsidies.

brought under price ceilings this 
week—but, as far as producers of 
many food" items were concerned, 
it did not make much difference. 
| Meeting in Washington, the 
Price Decontrol Board was expect- 
ed to announce its decision Tues- 
day night on which products 
‘must be recontrolled. Farm and 
trade groups were awaiting the 
announcement with keen interest. 
| The entire argument was main- 
ly academic as far as the grain 
| Producer Was concerned. Oats 
and new crop corn were selling 
below former ceilings and wheat 
was holding slightly above maxi- 
‘mums only because of Govern- 
‘ment buying, grain experts said. 
| It was a different story with 
the livestock producer. He stood

‘if prices of cattle and hogs, which 
have advanced to record high lev- 
els since July 1, are rolled back 
to former ceilings.

The Tsars Had 
Molotovs Plan 


A cynic once said that men learn from his- 
tory only that they can learn nothing from his- 
tory, 

That is because they don't try. 

In 1915 representatives of Tzar Nicolas II, of Russia, of France 
and Britain met and reached agreement. 

For Russia’s expected great contribution to the war against 
Germany, the Tzar’s government was to be given control of the 
Dardanelles. 

Turkey was fighting with Germany. 

The Russians did make a contribution. Troops needed to stop 
them were withheld from the Western front. Paris was saved. 
The onrush of the Germans was halted there as it was not to be 
halted in the Second World War until it reached sight of. the spires 
of Moscow. 

In 1917 the Communists seized power in Russia. 


They made public tk: secret Treaty of 1915. In doing so they 
renounced any claims to the straits. This was ne generous gesture. 
The new government was heavily involved at home. Turkey was 
reviving under the amazing Kemal Ataturk, in many respects one 
of the greatest men of that period of history. The Communist 
government couldn’t- insist on the provisions of the treaty. 


In 1940 Russia and Germany had a secret 
Another Secret discussion. At this time it looked as if Ger- 
many would win. She had conquered Europe—all of Europe save 
the great mass of it which lies in Russia. Hitler knew that he 
would not be master of Europe until he had that, with its rich 
Ukranian farmland and its Caspian oil regions. 
Our government has released documents revealing this new 
secret treaty discussion which never quite came off. 


Molotov and von Ribbentrop talked. Germany had hopes of 
persuading Russia to come in on her side. No one can say if Rus- 
sia would have been willing or not. But she was willing to listen. 


She advanced a proposal. It was control of the Dardanelles, 
control of Iran, which was then, and is now, the key to Britain’s 
oil supply in the Middle East; control of Iraq, which is the second 
most important oil field and, from the standpoint of pipe lines, 
storage and refineries, more important; and joint control, or a 
division of the Balkans. 

This never came off. Six months later Hitler 
It was not entirely unexpected. 

It is important to keep in mind this desire for expansion was 
long the expansionist idea of the Tsars. It is not at all new. 


: In the Winter of 1945 and 1946 I was in Egypt, 
Palestine Palestine, Iran. and along the Persian Gulf. 

Russia was hoping then for Palestine to be submitted to the 
United Nations. This would give her an official entry into the 
Middle East, an entry she now lacks. 

It was disturbing and distressing to note and to hear from 
newsmen long in the field, how much better job the Russians were 
doing. 

Their diplomats spoke Semitic languages. Some of them were 
professing Moslems, attending the mosques on Friday with at least 
some slight ostentation. The Russians were giving encouragement 
to the revival of the Greek Orthodox and Russian Orthodox 
Churches, the dominant religious organizations in the Middle East. 
Our diplomats, and those of Britain, were nice people, but could 
not be so effective. 

I doubt if there were many Soviet agents in the field. What 
we have got to realize is that anywhere there are peoples who 
are hungry and wretched, largely illiterate and uninformed, they 
turn naturally toward the Soviet Union. They know almost nothing 
about it. But, they have heard from their own market-place gossip, 
that it is a country which does things for the wretched. The 
fact the Soviet soldiers discovered when they invaded Germany, 
Austria, and the Balkans, that Soviet conditions were much more 
wretched than those of the countries they had “liberated,” offers 
the ironical twist to this. Nevertheless, it is true. And nowhere 
on earth are there people as wretched as those of the Middle East 

What organized Communism there is in the Middle East is in 
Syria and Lebanon. 

We always seem to play into the hands of Russia and Russian 
propaganda. We couldn't settle the Palestine issue. The Arab 
rulers, who will lose the most, were too blindly stubborn to com- 
promise the issue. Had a settlement been reached and affirmed 
by being put into being, the UNO could then have assumed control. 
But to give over the settlement of the problem to that organization 
is-an error. ' 

I can imagine the smiles at the Kremlin. . 
Their official foot soon will be in the British door the

They want to attend 
church, but with less worry and rush, Anyway, here is the letter 


from “Mrs. Harris:” 
“May I say a word to the women mentioned 
One Letter your column of August 13? 

“The Sabbath is a day of worship and rest, given to us by our 
Heavenly Father, not a day of bickering and pleasure seeking. 
Mark 2:27. “The Sabbath was made for man and not man for the 
Sabbath.”’ 

“Five days a week mothers manage to get their children and 
their husbands off to school and to work and still do the house- 
hold chores. Why should it be such a burden to get to the Lord’s 
house for a few hours one day a week? There is Saturday to pre- 
pare the Sunday dinner, to bathe the children and prepare their 
clothes for the Sunday services. There are eight or more hours 
after the Sunday services for reading the papers and what would 


be more restful?” 

: Mrs, Kay Mitchell, of Club Drive, tells how 
Another Writes she plans for Sunday mornings so she can 
teach a Sunday ‘School Class, attend Church and take her three 
children—and husband—-with her.

I know they would 
all be benefited, that~their lives would be fuller, happier and very 
much more worthwhile. 

“T love each boy and girl I have taught, and how I yearn for 
those who never come! Sincerely—”

In Wisconsin 


WASHINGTON—The defeat of- Sen. Robert 
M. La Follette, Jr., in Wisconsin is being charged 


up to the Democrats. 

To the extent that a large segment of the labor vote in the 
State kept out of the Republican primary, this Is true. 

But to lay the burden of the blame for La Follette’s defeat om 
this narrow pretext is a sham and a fraud, of course. 

The real cause of his downfall was the ascendancy which com 
servative elements have gained in the Republican party in the 
Badger State, long a Progressive stronghold. 

There has been a growing tendency in this direction for several 
years. Sen. La Follette was able to pull through the last time he 
was up, in 1940, largely because of the collateral support he re- 
ceived from the late President Roosevelt. By combining thetr fol- 
lowings, both managed to carry the State by a comfortable majority, 

It is far more nearer the truth to say that La Fol- 


GOP Tren lette’s political demise reflects an attitude that now 
holds a firm grip on the Republican party. Simply stated, there is 
just no place in the GOP for one of the Senator’s liberal policies 
and background. 

Other issues figured in his defeat, to be sure. For one thing, 
his prewar record of isolationism came back to haunt him. 

Having supported the lifting of OPA price ceilings on farm 
commodities, he met with bitter opposition also from the residents 
of industrial centers who were hard hit by rising living costs. 

It was largely on the latter score that many laborers were per- 
suaded to remain out of the Republican primary in order that they 
might vote for the Democratic candidate in November. 

But the main overshadowing issue of the campaign was one of 
conservatism versus liberalism. La Follette went down before his 
youthful opponent, 36-year-old Circuit Judge Joseph R. McCarthy, 
because the old standpat elements were-*out to regain control of the 
party.. The Republican Old Guard did not like his brand of 
liberalism. 

Considering the narrow margin of his defeat (he lost by only 
some 6,000 votes), the Democrats probably blundered in not throw. 
ing him the full measure of their support. With this he undoubted- 


ly would have won easily 

Blunder But hope continues to spring eternally tn the human 
breast, and thus it was that Democratic leaders of the 

State saw fit to make a bid for the seat, thinking that they might

The result was a two-way split in the liberal 
vote which made it possible for a rank conservative to win Dy a 
minority vote 

There is much in common between the records of Norris and 
La Follette. Both started out as liberal Republicans. Both supported 
many of the progressive measures ot the Roosevelt administration, 
And both had been isolationists in the past. 

Finally, both went down to defeat because of the refusal of 
Democrats to join forces with them at a time when it was ap- 
parent to everyone else that no Democrat had a chance to win the 
seat they occupied. 

From the party standpoint, it would have been far better for 
the Democrats to have forgotten party labels and voted according 


to party concepts.

How Will the Roads 
Be This Winter? 


Gi i 3 I see in the paper that the stalwart residents of 
Se At. 3 the Sand Mountain District in Jackson County, 
a a Alabama, irked by the sad condition of their 
roads, have seized upon the County’s road equipment and 
berne it off with them. They took, according to the Associated 
Press report, twa traétors, three graders, and three trucks, presum- 
ably for the purpose of working their own roads. 

Remembering the indignation of many a good citizen of North 
Georgia along them last Winter when he was as cut off from the 
County Seat as if he had been isolated in the mountains of Tibet, I 
can easily understand how the Sand Mountain citizens got wrought 
up to the point of seizing the County equipment, 

I have still got a steel file full of the letters from people who live 
on the dirt roads who wrote in last Winter when things were so 
bad: They were pretty angry. They couldn’t get out to market, or 
back home once they got out. They couldn’t even get over the 
roads to the little country churches to bury their dead. I know the 
fix they were in last year. I don't know how it will be with them 
next Winter. I tried to find out what had been going on in the 
counties this Summer—how much work was going on and of what 
nature. | asked the Highway Department and they told me over 
there they were going right ahead with their program. But they've 
got only some 7,000 miles of dirt roads on the State system. They 
have got these roads, they say, in fair shape, with gravel in the 
worst places and topsoil all along the route. But they said frankly 
that if the coming Winter is as rough as last Winter, what. they’ve 


done won't stand up all year. 
Cue The important thing is what the counties have done this Sum- 
mer to the 80-odd thousand miles of dirt roads that the State 
has nothing to do with. Those are the roads the man gets his pick- 
up stuck in up to the floor boards, with the result that he says 
mighty harsh things about his County Commissioner in letters to 
the paper—when the mail man can get to him to pick up his let- 
ters. And there’s no way of getting that information except by 
asking folks in each individual county what has been going on. 
I know some counties have been working like beavers, Cobb for 
one, from what I hear. Some I know haven't done much. I hit a 
dirt road the other day trying to get to a country church which was 
as deep in mud as it was the last time I was over it last Winter. 
Work was going on on the State road, a dirt road near by, but the 
County road didn’t look as if it had been touched. 

Folks are going to be pretty unhappy this Winter if they have 
the same trouble they had back last January. They might take their 
cue from the folks over at Sand Mountain, Alabama, and take the 
road machinery in their own hands. Or the picture below might be 
a pretty good preview of how they will haye to get about, if they 
get about at all. It is a very nostalgic picture, and one which will 
make a lot of ex-country boys feel homesick for their boyhood. 
But it is a pretty slow and toilsome way of getting around. 
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Maybe you've never heard of Jim 

Winslow. But the chances are you
